Routine  work,  as  usual,  occupied  your  Selectmen  in  1967. 
Details  on  town  expenditures  are  listed  in  the  following  pages. 
It  should  be  noted  that  inflation  hits  as  hard  on  town  finances 
as  on  your  personal  budget.  Lower  buying  power  per  dollar 
requires  more  dollars  to  do  the  same  job. 

We  have  spent  many  hours  in  discussion  on  the  impact  of 
the  Regional  High  School  in  our  town.  This  will  affect  us  all 
to  some  extent  and  most  certainly  will  alter  the  character 
of  Westhampton.  Thoughtful  attention  must  be  given  to  your 
Planning  Board’s  recommendations  if  we  are  to  control  our 
growth  and  not  be  controlled  by  it. 

Your  Selectmen  went  on  record  in  Boston  early  in  1966 
by  voicing  our  most  strenuious  objections  to  Medicaid.  Some 
months  after  our  letters,  public  concern  finally  caused  official 
inquiry  into  this  shameful  law.  We  are  not  necessarily  against 
Medicaid  or  Welfare  in  general,  but  most  certainly  we  are 
against  private  abuse  of  such  laws.  Those  in  need  must  be 
provided  for.  However,  our  taxpayers  have  the  right  to  ex¬ 
pect  Welfare  Administrators  to  screen  those  not  entitled  to 
support. 

Our  meetings  are  held  at  7:00  P.M.  each  Monday  and 
open  to  all  for  discussion  of  Town  affairs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  Westhampton  School  Committee  at  its  opening  meet¬ 
ing  organized  as  follows:  Philip  Norris  as  Chairman,  Stanley 
Greenberg  as  Regional  School  Committee  member,  and  Mary 
Lee  Morse  as  secretary. 

The  annual  meeting  of  School  Union  No.  51  was  held  at 
the  William  E.  Norris  School  in  Southampton  in  April  and 
Mr.  Fred  Chick  of  Chesterfield  was  elected  chairman. 

Again  this  year  we  had  changes  in  our  staff.  We  accepted 
with  regret  the  resignation  of  our  principal  and  sixth  grade 
teacher,  Mr.  Roy  Lake,  who  went  on  to  become  a  plincipal  in 
a  larger  school  system.  Mrs.  Alice  Libby,  our  third  grade 
teacher,  resigned  to  accept  a  position  closer  to  her  home  and 
Mr.  Joel  Kangisser,  fifth  grade  teacher,  left  to  continue  his 
studies.  Mr.  Frederick  Fedor  of  Easthampton  was  hired  as 
principal  and  teacher  of  sixth  grade.  Mrs.  Karen  Piehler  was 
hired  as  third  grade  teacher  and  Mrs.  Helen  Hill  was  hired  as 
fifth  grade  teacher.  Also,  we  resumed  our  art  program  this 
year  and  hired  Mrs.  Hazel  Clare  for  the  position  of  art  teacher. 
Due  to  state  legislation,  physical  education  has  been  intro¬ 
duced  into  our  curriculm.  Mrs.  Diane  Parker  was  hired  as 
physical  education  teacher.  Mr.  Francis  Loud  was  appointed 
attendance  officer. 

Mr.  Stanley  Bartlett,  school  custodian  for  many  years, 
found  it  necessary  to  resign.  It  was  with  deep  regret  and  sin¬ 
cere  appreciation  for  his  faithful  service  that  we  accepted  his 
resignation.  Mr.  Gary  Anderson  was  subsequently  hired  to  be 
custodian. 

Our  work  in  the  basement  has  been  completed  and  both 
classrooms  there  are  fully  equipped  and  now  in  use. 

We  have  had  many  problems  with  our  heating  system 
causing  school  to  be  closed  on  two  different  occasions.  The 
system  is  doing  an  adequate  job  at  present  but  will  need  fur¬ 
ther  repairs  later.

Work  was  also  done  on  our  sewage  system.  The  drains  in 
the  old  section  of  the  school  have  been  connected  to  the  new 
sewage  system. 

Teachers  salaries  continue  to  climb.  Our  state  minimum 
has  been  raised  from  $5,000  to  $5,750.  Also,  teacher  bargain¬ 
ing  sessions  in  the  area  have  resulted  in  many  towns  going 
considerably  above  the  minimum  and  in  order  to  be  competi¬ 
tive,  we  have  felt  it  necessary  to  do  so  also. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  School  Committee  are  held  on  the 
third  Thursday  of  each  month  at  the  Westhampton  Center 
School.  Anyone  wishing  to  discuss  school  matters  with  the 
Committee  is  welcome  to  attend. 

In  concluding  this  report,  the  Westhampton  School  Com¬ 
mittee  wishes  to  extend  to  our  superintendent,  principal,  teach¬ 
ers,  parents  and  others  our  appreciation  for  their  patience,  un¬ 
derstanding  and  cooperation  during  the  various  problems 
which  we  encountered  during  the  past  year.

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With  federal  funds  received  under  a  grant  through  Title 
1  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Act,  a  6  week  summer 
school  was  conducted  for  the  first  time.  Actually  a  cooperative 
project  involving  the  Towns  of  Southampton,  Williamsburg, 
Worthington  and  Westhampton,  the  four  school  systems 
pooled  their  grants  in  order  to  operate  more  efficiently.  The 
purpose  of  the  summer  school  was  to  provide  intensive  reme¬ 
dial  instruction  in  Reading  and  Mathematics  for  a  limited 
number  of  elementary  pupils  thought  to  be  severly  handi¬ 
capped  in  either  or  both  of  these  areas. 

A  new  state  regulation  now  requires  90  minutes  of  Physi¬ 
cal  Education  per  week  for  all  elementary  pupils.  To  meet 
this  requirement  we  have  engaged  a  part-time  instructor  who 
conducts  formal  classes  in  the  Town  Hall  for  all  children. 
These  classes  make  up  a  little  less  than  one  half  the  required 
90  minutes  per  week  and  thus  we  must  continue  to  expand  the 
program  as  quickly  as  is  practical. 

Another  new  regulation  requires  the  establishment  of  a 
public  kindergarten  by  1973.  At  the  moment  there  is  a  short¬ 
age  of  qualified  teachers  in  this  area  and  as  all  of  the  cities 
and  towns  establish  classes,  the  shortage  will  become  increas¬ 
ingly  critical.  I  recommend  that  consideration  be  given  to  the 
establishment  of  a  kindergarten  class  before  the  mandated 
deadline. 

Several  additional  new  regulations  provide  for  more  ade¬ 
quate  education  of  children  who  may  be  emotionally  disturbed 
and/or  perceptually  handicapped. 

In  February  the  combined  5th  and  6th  grade  classes  were 
seperated  into  two  individual  classes.  The  present  pupil-teacher 
ratio  is  now  better  than  in  most  surrounding  communities. 

Effort  must  now  be  placed  upon  the  development  of  staff 
stability.  Meaningful  curriculm  development  is  most  difficult 
when  teacher  turnover  is  higher.  Higher  salaries,  continuing 
improvement  of  the  educational  facilities  and  professional  rec¬ 
ognition  to  include  a  reduction  in  the  so-called  non-teaching 
duties  must  be  accomplished  in  order  to  insure  that  our  school 
may  attract  and  hold  quality  teachers. 
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Teachers  in  many  towns  have  been  involved  in  collective 
bargaining  with  their  respective  school  committees.  As  a  re¬ 
sult,  average  beginning  salaries  have  risen  well  above  the  state 
legal  mimimum  of  $5,750.00.  Westhampton  must  compete  for 
new  teachers  and  hold  those  of  high  quality.  Therefore,  teacher 
salaries  must  be  given  prime  consideration  during  1968. 

The  Town  of  Worthington  will  drop  out  of  School  Super¬ 
intendency  Union  #51  at  the  end  of  the  1967-68  school  year 
in  order  to  join  the  Gateway  (K-12)  Regional  School  District. 
It  is  hoped  that  Goshen  will  join  with  us  at  that  time,  thus 
membership  in  the  school  union  and  in  the  Hampshire  Region¬ 
al  School  District  will  become  identical. 

Speaking  for  the  children  of  Westhampton,  I  wish  to  con¬ 
vey  to  you  sincere  appreciation  for  your  willingness  to  under¬ 
take  at  great  financial  sacrifice,  the  construction  of  a  regional 
junior-senior  high  school  in  order  to  provide  the  best  possible 
education  for  the  youth  of  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 


The  end  of  the  calendar  period  is  an  excellent  time  for 
all  of  us  to  evaluate  our  past  performance  and  to  plan  a 
program  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  future.  The  staff  of  the 
Westhampton  Center  School  has  been  involved  in  an  inten¬ 
sive  effort  to  teach  fundamentals  and  basic  skills.  We  are 
ever  conscious  of  the  increasing  educational  pressure  which 
our  society  places  on  the  young  and  our  efforts  have  been 
directed  to  laying  a  firm  educational  foundation  upon  which 
our  pupils  might  build  as  they  enter  junior  high  school. 

Early  this  year  the  last  “double  grade”  was  divided.  The 
third  and  fourth  grades  are  now  being  taught  in  the  two  re¬ 
modeled  basement  rooms,  leaving  one  small  room  upstairs 
as  a  health  and  all  purpose  room.  This  extra  room  will  even¬ 
tually  be  used  for  kindergarten. 

Our  standardized  testing  program  has  been  revised  and 
it  now  duplicates  the  program  given  in  other  towns  sending 
their  junior  high  pupils  to  Williamsburg.  New  social  studies 
textbooks  have  been  purchased  for  the  third  and  fourth  grades 
and  now  our  program  is  complete  in  this  area.  A  new  LAN¬ 
GUAGE  ARTS  SERIES  is  peing  studied  and  hopefully  a 
change  may  be  made  to  a  more  current  textbook. 

The  physical  education  program  (as  required  by  law)  is 
an  excellent  addition  to  our  expanding  curriculum.  Bus  trans¬ 
portation  is  provided  to  the  Town  Hall  and  the  program  is 
functioning  smoothly.  An  experimental  change  in  report  card 
marking  was  made  this  year.  The  change  was  made  to  the  S. 
or  U.  (satisfactory  -  unsatisfactory)  concept  for  the  effort 
mark  only.  In  academic  subjects  the  standard  “Letter  Grade” 
system  will  remain  unchanged. 

Reading  tables  for  the  third  and  fifth  grades  were  pur¬ 
chased.  These  serve  a  very  important  and  functional  purpose 
in  our  reading  program.  A  new  Thermofax  transparency  mak¬ 
er  was  obtained  through  Title  III.  NDEA,  and  is  now  being 
utilized  by  the  staff  in  the  making  af  overhead  transparencies 
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and  ditto  masters  for  our  daily  program.  It  is  planned  to  ex¬ 
pand  upon  the  filmstrip  library  and  to  build  a  transparency 
file  of  projectuals  for  our  overhead  projector.  A  new  tape  re¬ 
corder  was  donated  to  the  school  by  the  P.  T.  A.  at  the  Oc¬ 
tober  meeting. 

Health  records  of  each  and  every  child  have  been  eval¬ 
uated  by  the  staff  after  completion  by  Dr.  Selkirk  and  the 
School  Nurse,  Mrs.  Scott.  Adjustments  were  made  as  neces¬ 
sary  when  needed  in  modifying  the  program  to  meet  the  phy¬ 
sical  needs  of  the  pupil.  We  would  like  to  express  our  appre¬ 
ciation  to  the  Westhampton  P.  T.  A.  for  its  continued  efforts 
in  sponsoring  the  soup  program. 

In  the  coming  year,  as  in  the  years  past,  the  net  output 
of  the  teaching-learning  process  still  depends  upon  two 
factors: 

1.  The  challenging,  well-equipped,  dynamic  school  along 
with  the  resourceful  and  imaginative  staff. 

2.  The  highly  motivated,  conscientious  pupil. 

It  is  with  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  parents,  towns¬ 
people  and  teachers  that  we  will  be  successful. 

It  is  also  my  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
School  Committee,  superintendent,  all  staff  members  and  citi¬ 
zens  of  Westhampton  for  their  help  and  cooperation  during 
the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


I  submit  the  following  report  as  school  nurse  for  the  West- 
hampton  Center  School. 

In  September  the  audiometer,  on  loan  from  the  Public 
Health  office  in  Amherst,  was  available,  so  hearing  tests 
were  completed  early  in  the  school  year.  The  total  student 
body  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  were  tested,  with  four 
children  failing  the  final  test. 

All  students  were  weighed  and  measured  in  September 
and  will  be  again  in  June.  These  results  are  now  being  re¬ 
corded  on  special  graph-type  sheets  which,  at  a  glance,  show 
a  picture  of  a  child’s  growth  and  its  relation  to  the  normals 
for  his  age  and  height. 

Dr.  Ross  made  his  annual  visit  for  dental  check-ups  in 
October.  He  examined  ninety-nine  students  and  found  only 
45  who  needed  dental  care  of  any  kind.  For  these  children 
dental  cards  were  sent  home  to  be  taken  to  their  family 
dentist. 

In  the  late  fall  and  winter  Dr.  Selkirk  made  numerous 
visits  to  school  to  conduct  physical  exams  on  all  pupils  in 
grades  one,  three,  and  five,  as  well  as  all  transfer  students, 
a  total  of  seventy  children. 

Vision  tests  were  done  during  November  using  our  new 
vision  tester.  This  machine  was  purchased  in  conjunction  with 
three  other  towns  and  has  proved  to  be  a  wise  investment. 
It  provides  for  more  efficient  visual  screening  and  necessi¬ 
tates  only  a  small  testing  area  which  is  a  big  consideration. 
This  year  there  were  ten  children  who  failed  the  final  vision 
test.  Prompt  attention  by  a  specialist  has  been  advised. 

Last  March  the  entire  school  population  were  given  Tine 
tuberculin  tests  with  one  child  needing  a  follow-up  N-ray 
which  proved  negative.  Beginning  this  year  the  tests  will  be 
given  to  each  first  grade  class.  The  testing  materials  are 
available  to  us  free  of  charge  through  the  Hampshire  County 
Public  Health  Association  and  is  one  good  use  made  of  Christ¬ 
mas  seal  funds. 
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A  booster  dose  of  oral  polio  vaccine  has  been  offered 
to  all  first-graders  as  recommended  by  the  State  Public  Health 
Department. 

It  has  now  become  law  for  all  incoming  first-graders  to 
have  had  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough  shots,  also 
polio  vaccine  and  measles  vaccine  as  well  as  the  small  pox 
vaccination.  Previously  only  smallpox  vaccination  was  re¬ 
quired  by  law  in  Massachusetts  for  public  school  entrance. 
These  immunizations  will  be  available  at  our  annual  diph¬ 
theria  clinic  and  again  at  the  Well  Child  Clinics. 

During  the  fall  months  the  health  of  the  school  children 
was  excellent  but  with  December  came  a  number  of  strep  in¬ 
fections  which  have  caused  considerable  absence.  Mumps  has 
been  common  in  surrounding  towns  but  only  two  cases  have  re¬ 
ported  here  as  of  January  first. 

I  have  again  enjoyed  serving  as  school  nurse  and  thank 
parents,  teachers  and  the  school  committee  for  their  cooper¬ 
ation.

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REPORT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 


During  the  past  year  we  attended  several  meetings  of  lo¬ 
cal  Civil  Defense  Directors  at  the  Sector  Headquarters,  Boy- 
den  Building,  University  of  Massachusetts.  Operational  plans 
of  Civil  Defense  Services  were  discussed,  and  the  1967  Civil 
Defense  Exercises  planned. 

On  July  10  we  took  part  in  the  annual  National  Warning 
System  training  exercise  conducted  by  the  Department  of  De¬ 
fense.  The  purpose  of  this  exercise  is  to  determine  the  capa¬ 
bility  of  the  national  and  state  warning  systems  to  notify  each 
community  when  necessary. 

During  the  period  October  24  -  November  1  we  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  mandatory  National  Civil  Defense  Exercise  - 
CDEX-67,  which  was  conducted  as  a  “command  post”  exercise 
involving  all  local  civil  defense  agencies  submitting  program 
papers. 

As  part  of  a  state  inspection  program,  we  returned  our 
fixed  monitor  radiological  instrument  kits  to  state  headquar¬ 
ters  for  inspection  and  calibration. 

We  are  pleased  to  have  our  program  paper  for  FY  1968 
approved.  This  qualifies  Westhampton  to  participate  in  sur¬ 
plus  property  and  other  civil  defense  programs. 

Application  for  vehicles,  equipment,  and  other  major  sur¬ 
plus  property  items  must  now  be  submitted  to  MCDA  each 
fiscal  year  for  recording  and  review.

REPORT  OF  THE  CENTER  CEMETERY 

The  new  addition  to  the  cemetery  was  harrowed  over  and 
seeded  down  to  buckwheat  for  the  summer  months  with  the 
intention  of  reseeding  to  permanent  grass  in  the  Fall.  How¬ 
ever,  with  the  coming  of  Fall,  it  was  difficult  to  find  anyone 
available  and  with  machinery  to  do  the  big  job.  The  crop  of 
buckwheat  was  mowed  down  and  left  there  to  help  build  up 
the  soil. 

There  was  a  period  of  cool  temperatures  and  showers  in 
midsummer  that  required  almost  constant  mowing  to  keep  a- 
head  of  the  grass.  Some  areas  where  the  grass  grew  so  fast  and 
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lucious  made  it  necessary  to  back  up  the  tractor  mower  and 
go  over  the  area  twice  at  each  mowing. 

The  Fall  work  consisted  of  the  usual  brush  cutting  along 
Cemetery  road  and  some  raking  of  leaves. 

There  were  ten  burials  this  year. 

One  lot  in  the  new  addition  was  taken. 

Two  cement  foundations  were  built  for  family  monuments.

HAMPSHIRE  REGIONAL 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 


During  1967,  many  important  steps  were  taken  towards 
the  realization  of  a  regional  Junior  Senior  High  School.  In 
January,  the  town  of  Southampton  voted  to  seek  admission 
to  the  Regional  District.  An  amendment  to  the  District  agree¬ 
ment  was  accepted  by  all  member  towns  at  annual  town  meet¬ 
ings  admitting  Southampton,  changing  the  location  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  school  to  Westhampton  and  Changing  the  make-up  of 
the  Committee.  An  operating  budget  for  the  balance  of  1967 
also  passed  in  the  5  towns.  Donald  Buss,  the  present  Union 
Superintendent  was  appointed  Regional  Superintendent  for 
the  rest  of  1967. 

In  March,  three  sub-committees  were  appointed:  site,  fi¬ 
nance  and  curriculum.  Of  necessity,  the  site  committee  was 
the  most  active.  Over  2  dozen  possible  locations  were  investi¬ 
gated.  Members  of  the  whole  Committee  spent  many  spring 
and  summer  weekends  fighting  the  briars,  cows  and  barbed 
wire  of  Westhampton.  The  final  selection,  the  so-called  Burt 
site  in  the  center  of  Westhampton,  was  chosen  in  September. 
Firms  were  selected  for  topgraphical  surveys  and  an  apprai¬ 
sal  of  the  site. 

After  interviews  with  many  first,  Caolo  &  Bienek  Asso¬ 
ciates,  Inc.  of  Springfield  were  selected  as  architects  for  the 
project.  They  will  work  together  with  Francis  Gina  of  New 
York  who  is  responsible  for  some  excellent  school  designs  in 
Connecticut  and  New  York.  John  F.  Murphy  of  Northampton 
was  chosen  as  legal  counsel:  he  has  had  much  experience  on 
school  projects  in  Northampton.  Both  a  Committee  accountant 
and  treasurer  have  been  added.  By-laws  for  the  Committee 
have  been  adopted. 

Superintendent  Buss  prepared  a  set  of  educational  speci¬ 
fications  for  the  Committee.  These  include  subjects  to  be 
covered:  number  of  classrooms  for  each  based  on  projected 
enrollment:  amount  of  space  required  for  such  activities  as 
physical  education,  feeding  and  extra-curricular  offerings: 
office,  guidance  and  health  space.  Two  conferences  were  held 
in  Boston  with  the  School  Building  Assistance  Commission 
and  they  have  given  approval  to  the  specifications. 

The  Committee  voted  to  borrow  $250,000  to  purchase  land 
and  to  prepare  final  working  drawing  for  the  proposed  school. 
Of  this  amount  $191,100  is  reimbursable  by  the  State.  Discus- 
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sions  on  the  borrowing  were  held  with  Selectmen  of  the  member 
towns  before  the  final  vote  in  October.  It  was  approved  by 
all  five  towns.  An  operating  budget  for  1968  was  prepared, 
discussed  with  Finance  Committees  and  Assessors  from  the 
towns  and  submitted  for  inclusion  in  their  1968  budgets. 

During  the  year,  Committee  members  have  been  visiting 
various  regional  schools  to  study  their  construction  and  de¬ 
sign.  curriculum,  teaching  methods,  lunch-room  plans,  library 
designs,  heating  and  lighting,  and  various  types  of  schoolroom 
equipment.  Discussions  have  been  held  with  members  of  the 
Williamsburg  High  School  and  Southampton  faculities  con¬ 
cerning  what  they  are  doing  now  in  their  subjects  and  what 
they  would  like  to  see  done  in  a  new  school.  These  meetings 
will  continue  in  early  1968  to  cover  the  complete  curriculum 
for  grades  7  through  12. 

The  Committee  hopes  to  have  final  working  drawings 
for  the  school  ready  in  mid-1968  so  that  the  towns  can  vote 
on  the  bond  issue  then:  begin  construction  that  summer  and 
have  the  school  open  in  the  fall  of  1970. 

We  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  Selectmen  and  Highway 
Superintendents  of  the  towns  begin  to  make  plans  for  the 
road  improvements  that  will  be  needed  by  that  time.  The 
Committee  expresses  its  sincere  appreciation  to  town  officials 
and  others  non-official  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  Finance  Committee  met  on  June  20th  and  elected 
Phillip  J.  Norris  as  chairman.  At  this  meeting,  the  following 
recommendations  were  made. 

To  transfer  $1,000.00  from  the  Road  Machinery  Fund 
to  the  Road  Machinery  Account. 

To  transfer  $3,351.07  of  Chapter  679  money  from  the 
Chapter  90  Highway  contract  and  apply  it  to  Chapter  81  Con¬ 
struction  for  work  to  be  done  on  Stage  Road. 

To  raise  the  salary  of  the  Town  Treasurer  from  $500.00 
to  $750.00. 

To  raise  and  appropriate  $1,000.00  for  snow  removal, 
sanding,  and  road  work. 

To  raise  and  appropriate  $2,000.00  toward  the  purchase 
of  a  new  pick-up  truck. 

To  raise  and  appropriate  $10,000.00  for  the  purchase  of 
a  dump  truck  and  a  snow  plow  mounted  on  the  truck. 

On  January  25th,  the  Finance  Committee  met  and  made 
the  following  recommendations.

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ZONING  BY-LAWS  FOR  THE 
TOWN  OF  WESTHAMPTON 


Section  I.  Purposes:  To  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the 
Town  of  Westhampton,  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of 
its  inhabitants,  to  encourage  the  most  pleasant  physical  as¬ 
pects  of  the  township,  to  reduce  the  hazard  from  fire  by  reg¬ 
ulating  the  location  and  use  of  buildings  and  the  open  spaces 
around  them,  and  to  protect,  conserve,  and  increase  the  value 
of  property  within  its  bounds,  the  town  of  Westhampton,  un¬ 
der  the  authority  granted  by  the  Zoning  Enabling  Act,  Chap¬ 
ter  40A  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts,  Does  hereby  enact  this  By-Law  of  the  Town  of 
Westhampton. 

Section  II.  Existing  Uses:  This  Zoning  By-Law  shall  not 
apply  to  any  existing  buildings  or  structures,  nor  to  the  ex¬ 
isting  use  of  any  building  or  structures,  nor  to  the  land  or 
premises  or  part  thereof  to  the  extent  of  the  use  existing  at 
the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Zoning  By-Law,  but  it  shall 
apply  to  any  change  of  use  thereof  and  to  any  alteration  of  a 
building  or  structure  when  the  same  would  amount  to  recon¬ 
struction,  extension  or  structural  change,  and  to  any  alter¬ 
ation  of  a  building  or  structure  to  provide  for  the  use  to  which 
it  was  put  before  alteration,  or  for  its  use  for  the  same  pur¬ 
pose  to  a  substantially  greater  extent. 

Section  III.  Establishment  of  Districts:  For  purposes  of 
this  Zoning  By-Law  the  entire  Town  of  Westhampton  is  here¬ 
by  designated  as  a  Residential-Agricultural  District. 

Section  IV.  Use  Regulations:  No  building  or  structure  shall 
be  constructed,  and  no  building,  structure  or  land,  or  part 
thereof  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose  or  in  any  manner  other 
than  for  one  or  more  of  the  uses  herein  after  set  forth  as 
permitted  in  the  district  in  which  such  building,  structure  or 
land  is  located,  or  set  forth  as  permissible  by  special  permit 
in  said  district  and  so  authorized. 
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A.  Permitted  Uses. 

1.  Single,  detached  one-family  dwelling. 

2.  Farm,  orchard,  greenhouse,  tree  nursery,  truck  gar¬ 
den  or  wood  lot,  including  the  sale  of  agricultural  or  horti¬ 
cultural  products  provided  the  major  portion  of  these  pro¬ 
ducts  has  been  raised  on  the  premises.  Any  change  may  be 
made  with  the  provision  that  it  does  not  substantially  change 
the  original  business. 

3.  Municipal,  religious,  or  non-profit  educational  or  in¬ 
stitutional  use. 

4.  Accessory  uses,  including  the  following  uses  or  those 
similar  to  them,  in  a  dwelling  or  accessory  building  provided 
they  are  customarily  incidental  to  a  permitted  main  use  on 
the  same  premises  and  not  detrimental  to  a  residential  neigh¬ 
borhood. 

a.  Use  of  space  for  a  customary  home  occupation, 
offices,  studio,  or  for  a  profession  conducted  by  a  resident 
on  the  premises. 

b.  Use  of  premises  in  connection  with  his  trade  by 
a  resident  carpenter,  electrician,  painter,  plumber,  or  other 
artistan  provided  that  storage  of  all  materials  or  equipment 
shall  take  place  within  the  principal  structure  or  within 
suitable  accessory  buildings,  providing  that  such  use  complies 
with  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

c.  Renting  of  rooms,  which  may  include  furnishing 
meals,  for  not  more  than  six  persons  other  than  the  regular 
residents  of  the  dwelling,  providing  that  such  plans  comply 
with  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

B.  Uses  which  may  be  permitted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals 
after  a  public  hearing  and  subject  to  appropriate  regulations, 
conditions,  and  safeguards,  if  determined  to  be  neither  of¬ 
fensive  or  detrimental  to  a  residential  or  agricultural  neigh¬ 
borhood,.  nor  injurious  to  the  safety  and  health  of  persons 
within  the  town. 

1.  Cemetery,  golf  course,  riding  stable,  boat,  livery, 
ski  tow,  or  camp  for  groups  of  children  or  adults. 

2.  Nursing  home,  sanitarium  or  similar  use. 
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3.  Sawmill  or  lumber  yard,  provided  that  residue,  slabs 
and  sawdust,  be  cleaned  up,  thus  reducing  the  fire  hazard 
and  unsightliness. 

4.  Kennel  or  veterinary  hospital. 

5.  Removal  of  gravel,  sand,  loam,  or  rock  for  commer¬ 
cial  purposes.  It  shall  be  required  that  in  excavating  sand, 
gravel,  fill,  or  topsoil  in  excess  of  100  cubic  yards  in  areas 
where  it  is  visible  from  a  public  highway  that  a  permit  shall 
be  necessary  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  that  the  area 
shall  be  graded  upon  completion  of  excavation. 

6.  Conversion  of  a  one-family  dwelling,  existing  at  the 
time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Zoning  By-Law,  into  a  two  or 
three  family  dwelling,  provided  that  the  lot  is  at  least  22,500 
sq.  ft.  in  area  and  that  all  water  supply,  sewage  disposal, 
and  yard  requirements  can  be  met. 

7.  Any  lawful  business,  service,  commercial,  public  u- 
tility,  light  industrial  or  manufacturing  use.  Signs  attached  to 
or  a  part  from  the  building,  shall  be  permitted,  subject  to  pro¬ 
vision  in  No.  10,  SECTION  4.  Commercial  enterprises  which 
create  undue  traffic  congestion  or  are  commonly  regarded  as 
hazardous,  injurious,  noxious,  detrimental  or  offensive  within 
residential  or  agricultural  neighborhoods  are  expressly  pro¬ 
hibited. 

8.  A  trailer  or  mobile  home  used  for  living  purposes,  in 
excess  of  60  days  in  any  calendar  year  shall  be  prohibited, 
unless  a  trailer  or  mobile  home  for  year  round  dwelling  use 
shall  be  placed  on  a  lot,  meeting  the  requirements  of  SEC¬ 
TION  5,  on  a  permanent  foundation  and  shall  be  required 
to  conform  to  the  same  Board  of  Health  rulings  as  pertain 
to  permanent  dwellings  in  the  town. 

9.  All  bill  boards  and  commercial  signs  erected  along 
the  public  ways  are  prohibited,  except  by  permit  of  the  Ap¬ 
peals  Board. 


Section  V.  Dimensional  Requirements:  Each  permanent 

dwelling  or  other  principle  building  or  structure,  hereafter 
erected  shall  be  placed  on  a  lot  which  has  a  minimum  area 
of  22,500  sq.  ft.  and  a  minimum  frontage  of  150  feet  on  a 
public  or  private  way. 
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Section  VI  Subdivision :  No  dwelling  may  be  built  or  lot 
sold  in  any  subdivision  until  plans  and  plot  for  said  sub- 
divison  have  been  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  and  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk.  To  protect  the  buyer,  lots  must  be  sold 
by  number  only  and  not  by  metes  and  bounds.  Subdividers 
must  provide  proper  drainage,  adequate  access  roads  at  least 
three  rods  in  width  as  well  as  land  for  community  use.  A 
performance  bond  may  be  required  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Planning  Board.  All  subdivisions  shall  conform  to  all  other 
requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  VII.  Unregistered  Motor  Vehicles :  No  unregistered 
motor  vehicles,  or  one  upon  which  no  excise  tax  has  been  paid 
during  the  current  year  shall  be  placed  upon  any  lot  so  that 
it  may  be  seen  from  a  public  way,  but  this  shall  not  apply 
to  a  permitted  business  in  which  unregistered  motor  vehicles 
are  an  integral  part  of  such  permitted  business. 

Section  VIII.  General  Regulations  And  Administration : 

A.  Non-Conforming  Uses:  Any  non-conforming  use, 

building,  or  structure  existing  at  the  time  of  the  enactment 
of  this  Zoning  By-Law  and  which  does  not  conform  to  the 
regulations  may  continue  in  its  present  use  except  that  any 
non-conforming  use  may  not  be: 

1.  Changed  to  another  non-conforming  use. 

2.  Re-established  after  voluntary  discontinuance  for 
one  year  except  to  a  use  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  this 
Zoning  By-Law. 

B.  Parking  Requirements :  Suitable  off-street  motor 

vehicle  parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  to  meet  the  needs  of 
all  persons  using  land  or  buildings.  This  section  shall  apply  to 

i 

new  buildings  or  uses  but  shall  not  apply  to  existing  uses  ex¬ 
cept  where  they  are  enlarged  or  extended. 

C.  Enforcement :  This  Zoning  By-Law  shall  be  enforced 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Building  Inspector  ap¬ 
pointed  by  them.  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  erected, 
altered  or  movod  and  no  major  use  of  land  or  of  a  building- 
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shall  be  commenced  or  changed  unless  a  permit  has  been  issued 
by  the  Building  Inspector  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
With  each  application  for  a  permit  to  build,  alter  or  change  in 
use,  there  shall  be  filed  by  the  Building  Inspector  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  a  plan  showing  the  lot  and  the  location  of 
the  building  thereon.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of 
this  Zoning  By-Law  may  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offense.  Each  day  that  such  violation  continues  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense.  Notice  of  such  offense  shall  be 
delivered  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

D.  Board  of  Appeals :  There  is  hereby  established  a 
Board  of  Appeals  of  three  members  and  three  associate  mem¬ 
bers  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  provided 
in  Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws.  The  Board  of  Appeals 
shall  have  the  following  powers: 

1.  Appeals.  To  hear  and  decide  an  appeal  taken  by  any 
person  aggrieved  by  reason  of  his  inability  to  obtain  a  permit 
from  any  administrative  official  under  the  provisions  of  Chap¬ 
ter  40A  of  the  General  Laws,  or  by  any  officer  or  board  of  the 
town,  or  by  any  person  aggrieved  by  any  order  or  decision  of 
the  Building  Inspector  or  any  other  administrative  official  in 
violation  of  any  provision  of  Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws 
of  this  Zoning  By-Law,  or  of  the  Protective  By-Law  for  the 
Town  of  Westhampton. 

2.  Special  Permits.  To  hear  and  decide  applications 
for  special  permits  for  exceptions  as  provided  in  Section  IV  B. 
of  this  By-Law  upon  which  such  Board  is  required  to  pass. 

3.  Variances.  To  authorize  upon  appeal,  or  upon  pe¬ 
tition  in  cases  where  a  particular  use  is  sought  for  which  no 
permit  is  requred,  with  respect  to  a  particular  parcel  of  land 
or  to  an  existing  building  thereon,  a  variance  from  the  terms 
of  this  Zoning  By-Law  where,  owing  to  conditions  especially 
affecting  such  parcel,  or  such  building  but  not  affecting  gen¬ 
erally  the  zoning  district  in  which  it  is  located,  a  literal  en¬ 
forcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  Zoning  By-Law  would  in¬ 
volve  substantial  hardship,  financial  or  otherwise  to  the  ap¬ 
pellant,  and  where  desirable  relief  may  be  granted  without 
substantial  detriment  to  the  public  good  and  without  nullify- 
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ing  or  substantially  derogating  from  the  intent  or  purpose  of 
this  By-Law,  but  not  otherwise. 

E.  Amendment :  This  Zoning  By-Law  may  be  amended 
from  time  to  time  at  an  annual  or  special  Town  Meeting  as 
indicated  in  SECTION  6  and  7  of  Chapter  40A  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws. 

F.  Validity :  The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision 
of  this  Zoning  By-Law  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section 
or  provision  thereof.

Article  1.  To  hear  and  act  on  all  reports  presented  at 
said  meeting. 

Article  2.  To  elect  by  ballot  necessary  officers  to  serve 
the  ensuing  year. 


Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  leave  the  care 
of  the  highways  in  charge  of  the  Selectmen. 


Article  4.  To  vote  in  compliance  with  Section  108,  Chap¬ 
ter  41,  General  Laws,  which  requires  that  salaries  of  elected 
officers  be  fixed  by  vote  of  the  Town. 


Article  5.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  the  ensuing  year. 


Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  bor¬ 
row  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue 
of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1968,  and  to  issue 
a  note  or  notes  therefore,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  re¬ 
new  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  less  than 
one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General 
Laws.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  or  take  from  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the 
treasury  the  sum  of  three  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-four 
dollars  fifteen  cents  ($3,164.15)  for  its  share  of  the  operational 
cost  of  the  Regional  School  Committee  or  take  any  other  action 
thereto. 
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
